“Landing upon an unknown coast, 
you faced dangers in disembarking and 
overcame obstacles that, even in look- 
ing back, seem insurmountable. Selig- 
ing. with the assistance of the navy, 
the towns of Baiquiri and Siboney, you 
paepee boldly forth, gallantly driving 
mack the enemy's outpos: in the’ en- 
gagement of La Quasina, and com- 
pelled the concentration of the enemy 
near Sevilla, within sight of the Span- 
ish stronghold at Santiago de Cuba 
The outlook from Sevilla was one that 
might well have appailed the stoutest 
heart. Behind you ran a narrow road, 
made well-nigh tmpassable by rains, 
while to the front you locked out upon 
foothills covered with a dense tropical 
undergrowth, which could oniy be tra- 
versed by bridlepaths terminating 
within range of the enemy's guns 
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Nothing deterred, you responded eag- 
erly to the order to close upon the foe, 
and attacking at Caney and San Juan, 
drove him from work to work, until he 
took refuge within his last and strong- 
est intrenchments, immediately sur- 
rounding the city. 

‘Despite the flerce glare of a South- 
ern sun and rains that fell in torrents, 
you valiantly withstood his attempts 
to drive you from the position your 
valor had won. Holding in your vise- 
like grip the army opposed to you, 
after 17 days of battle and siege you 
were rewarded by the surrender of 
nearly 24,000 prisoners, 12,000 being 
those in your immediate front, the 
others scattered in the various towns 
of Eastern Cuba, freeing completely 
the eastern part of the island from 
Spanish troops. 

‘This was not done without great 
sacrifice. The death of 230 gailant sol- 
diers and the wounding of 1284 others 
shows but too plainly the flerce con- 
test in which you were engaged. The 
few reported missing are undoubtedly 
among the dead, as no prisoners were 
lost. 

“For those who have fallen in battle, 
with you the commanding Genera)! sor- 
rows and with you will ever cherish 
their memory. Their devotion to duty 
sets a high example of courage and pa- 
triotism to our fellow countrymen. All 
who have participated in the campaign, 
battle and siege of Santiago de Cuba 
will recall with pride the grand deeds 
accomplished and will hold one another 
dear for having shared the sufferings, 
hardships and triumphs together. All 
may well feel proud to inecribe on their 
banners the name of Santiago de Cuba.

Cash Indemnity Which Defeated Countries Have 
Been Compelled to Pay. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—Peace talk has brought to the front an interesting 
bit of history many have forgotten. It will, no doubt, be considered carefully by the 


Cabinet when negotiations are begun by Spain for the ending of the war, as it is a 


statement of the price countries conquered during this century have paid for peace. 
Since nations began to wage war it has been the custom to make the defeated 
pay roundly. The heaviest war indemnity paid in modern times was that of France to 
Germany—$1,000,000,000. The Franco-German was lasted eight months and it is 
estimated to have cost $1,580,000,000. In addition, France was obliged to cede Al- 


sace and Lorraine. 


The next highest indemnity was that which Russia,demanded of Turkey—$725.- 
000,000. The Russo-Turko was is estimated to have cost $945,000,000 in eight months. 
The Czar consented to accept in substitution for about three-fifths of the total sum 


various territorial cessions. 


The indemnity in the Chinese-Japanese war was about $15 ,000,000 and China 
ceded to Japan the island of Formosa, recognized Corea’s independence and opened 
| tour new treaty ports. 

In the war between Prussia and Austria, in 1866, the indemnity was about $30,- 
000,000, in addition to the territory acquired by Prussia. 

Turkey was only permitted by the powers to exact from Greece $20,000,000. less 


than one-tourth the cost of the war 


In the war between Mexico and the United States no cash indemnity was paid. 
_ Mexico was too poor, and the United States consented to take territory, estimated to 
be worth $100,000,000, acquiring California and New Mexico. The United States Gov. 


ernment was so well pleased with the transaction it gave to Mexico $15,000,000

bonus. This is an evidence of the leniency of the United States in dealing with weaker 


| power. 


China was compelled to pay Great Britain $30,000,000, as a result of the wars of ' 


1840, 1857 and 1860, cede Hong Kong and open several other ports 

Great Britain paid the United States $15,875,000 for the Alabama incident. The 
terms dictated by allfed Europe to France after Waterloo were severe and humiliat- 
ing. In addition to taking much French territory, all the frontier fortresses were held 
by an army of occupation for five years at Frances expense, 

Representative Dingley calculates that it will cost the United States $500,000,000 
to carry on the war with Spain for one year. Even though, Spain sues for peace, 
| months will elapse before the army can be withdrawn. Figuring on nine months of 
war, Spain should pay to the United States an indemnity of $375,000,000, If territory 
is taken this amount will, of course, be reduced.
